1 hv  anomalous  position  ot  arnvtng  at 
spccilicaiioni  for  a Greater  Victoria  transit 
franchise  before  there  is  a Greater  V'ictoria 
corporate  entity,  cannot,  we  suppose,  be 
avoided,  l ailure  of  (he  uly  and  its  three 
neighboring  mumcipalitie?k  to  amalgamate,  in 
the  fate  of  every  physical  and  other  condition 
leading  that  way.  rests  fairly  evenly  on  the 
shoulders  of  each.  1'hr  will  to  do  so  would 
have  produced  the  way.  As  it  is,  we  agree 
that  the  community  cannot  wait  longer  for 
a straightening  out  of  its  transportation 
muddle.  ( he  difficulties  ol  having  four  cor- 
porations to  offer  a franchise,  and  one  or 
more  operating  companies  to  accept  it.  require 
little  emphasis 

In  so  tar  as  the  mam  provisions  of  the 
intended  franchise'  have  been  announced, 
there  IS  nothing  very  exceptional  in  them. 

'1  he  provisions  for  calling  for  lenders,  of 
bonding  for  due  performance  of  setting  up 
tixed  taxation  cm  oprranng  equipment  and 
ihe  like  arc  what  will  be  found  in  anv 
similar  franchise  I here  w-dl  be  some  curi- 
osity as  to  how  the  munuipalities  arrived  at 
the  figure  of  S650.000  as  the  intended  con- 
tribution to  be  made  by  a franchise  holder  to 
the  corporations  for  the  eventual  removal  of 
the  street  car  tracks;  but  we  do  not  foresee 
any  objection  to  the  removal  of  the  tracks 
The  community  as  a whole  has  long  wished 
lorAhat. 

In  the  operating  provisions  of  the  terms 
there  is  a certain  looseness  to  the  elimination 
of  the  street  cars  as  publw  vehicle  earners  at 
the  end  of  eighteen  months— if  other  equip- 
ment is  available  then.  It  might  well  pay 
these  four  areas  to  make  that  a date  certain, 
and  40  plicc  the  onus  on  finding  and  acquir- 
ing trolley  buses  and  other  equipment  upon 
the  franchise  holder  I lw  twenty-year  term 
of  contract,  with  provision  lor  expropriation 
IS  unexceptionable  I he  four  per  cent  lax  f n 
gross  revenues  probably  is  based  on  present 
municipal  revenues  otherwise,  but  will  that 
sum  alsvays  fit  ’ 

I he  detailed  speulivations  have  some 
points  that  can  be  elucidated  as  lime  goes  on. 

11  is  an  advance  to  have  at  least  this  much 
put  lorward.  so  that  the  communities  con- 
cerned may  may  know  what  is  being  con- 
templated We  woubl  stress  the  main  point 
now.  1 he  Greater  Victoria  community  is  in 
ihe  asking  position  Now  is  the  time,  and 
the  only  time,  to  say  what  it  wants  When  a 
contract  one  dav  is  drawn  and  signed,  changes 
of  mind  will  come  too  late  On  the  whole. 

It  would  appear  that  the  transportation  com- 
mittee has  done  a reasonable  job  on  its  mis- 
sion. Why.  however  are  fares  and  frequency 
to  be  left  to  the  suggestion  of  the  operat- 
ing company  or  companies’  Should  they 
not  be  Slated  by  the  area'  Sufficiency  of 
transportation  at  reasonable  rales  are  the 
chief  elements  in  any  franchise  Here  again, 
the  community  should  sav  w hat  it  wants.

It  IS  with  considerable  satisfaviion  (hat 
this  community  will  read  the  olfiual  an- 
nouncement ol  ilie  settlement  of  the  Normal-

Curiosity  over  (he  means  by  which  Her- 
mann Cioering  was  able  to  commit  suicide 
should  not  divert  attention  from  the  sigmfi 
k.ance  of  the  ten  executions  carried  out  early 
yesterday  morning  in  (he  Nuernberg  jail. 

I he  hanging  of  the  other  Nazi  warlords 
sealed  the  verdict  of  (he  International  Mili- 
tary Tribunal.  These  men  had  been  in 
dieted  and  found  guilty  of  the  gravest  crime 
against  humanity  -the  preparation  and 
prosecution  of  aggres.siw  war.  wicli  all  the 
attendant  horrors  it  brought  upon  millions 
of  innocent  people. 

I he  scrupulous  fairness  with  which  each 
of  the  counts  was  presented  and  judged 
served  only  to  reveal  in  all  its  terrible  detail 
the  enormity  ol  (he  guilt  that  rested  upon  (he 
leaders  of  the  former  I hsrd  Reich.  Never 
in  history  has  a story  of  inhumanity  on  such 
a cotoisai  scale  been  diKlosed.  Never  again, 
perhaps,  if  the  establishment  of  this  precedent 
of  postwar  trial  attains  the  universal  con- 
currence It  promises,  should  the  world  have 
to  bear  witness  to  similar  deliberate  evil. 

After  posturing  as  the  stalwart  leader  of 
his  fetlow-ddendanis  whom  ten  months  in 
the  dock  at  Nuernberg  could  not  break. 
(.Kxnng  betrayed  his  true  character  A few 
briel  hours  before  his  scheduled  execution  be 
took  poison  as  Himmler  and  Goebbels  had 
done  before  him  I hescahree.  a most  unholy 
trinity,  lacked  even  the  courage  which  their 
confederates  at  least  showed  when  they 
mounted  the  gallows  yesterday  morning  In 
evading  the  prescribed  course  of  justice.  Goer- 
ing  added  cowardice  to  hts  despicability.  and 
in  a sense  the  humiliation  of  bis  end  per- 
haps fits  the  debased  figure  he  was. 

Not  without  its  own  significance  was  the 
bearing  of  the  ten  Nazi  chieftains  who  were 
executed.  Almost  without  exception  their 
last  spoken  words  were  a glorification  of  the 
t.»ermany  they  had  brought  to  shame  and 
doom  Few  traces  of  acknowledged  guilt 
were  evident.  They  proved  themselves  to  be 
not  only  war  criminals  but  also  the  embodi- 
ment of  the  spirit  that  has  caused  Germany 
to  be  a continuous  aggressor  since  she  became 
federated  under  that  name.  It  is  here  that  the 
lesson  of  militant  Prussianism  has  to  be 
learned  and  watched,  in  order  ihaj  the  fount 
which  produced  Nazism  does  not  spout 
another  likeness  under  a different  name

Because  of  the  dramatic  circumstances 
which  usually  attend  an  aircraft  crash  and  the 
publicity  such  an  accident  is  given,  theie  is 
a tendency  to  overlook  the  long  record  of 
i^afe  flying  which  can  be  credited  to  most  air 
lines  and  particularly  those  operating  on  a 
major  basis.  The  truth  is  that  flying  has 
been  developed  to  the  point  where  it  offers 
no  more  hazard  than  travel  by  some  other 
means  It  stands  easy  comparison  with  the 
accident  ratio  of  motoring,  for  example,  yet 
individuals  are  not  deterred  from  automobile 
travel  because  of  the  heavy  incidence  of  road 
mishaps 

The  human  element  is  often  at  the  bottom 
of  accidents  of  any  nature,  and  that  is  a fac- 
tor that  can  never  be  eliminated  entirely  from 
any  mode  of  conveyance  In  the  matter  of 
air  transportation  it  is  dne  upon  which  much 
lime  and  study  arc  s|>ent  in  efforts  to  devise 
technical  devices  designed  to  reduce  human 
error  to  a minimum  The  record,  and  it  is 
a reassuring  one.  of  the  major  airlines  in  this 
respect  warrants  considerable  confidence  from 
a travelling  public  I rans-Canada  Air  Lines 
for  example,  h.ts  in  eight  vears  esf  domestic 
transcontinental  operation  had  only  one 
accident,  and  us  transatlantic  service  flown 
for  the  Dominion  Government  also  em 
braced  onlv  a single  mishap  Both  crashes 
took  place  in  the  early  days  of  operation 

American  Overseas  Airlines,  which  was 
involved  in  the  recent  Gandor  crash,  flies  ten 
irans  Atlaniie  services  weekly  and  in  the  last 
lour  years  had  completed  12.000  irans- 
Atlantic  flights  without  an  accident  unl  l the 
Ncvvfoundland  misadventure.  British  Over- 
seas Airways  in  the  past  twelve  months  has 
flown  )00. 000.000  miles  without  the  loss 
of  a single  life.  T hese  tigurcs  are  necessarily 
incomplete  but  they  indicate  the  high  state 
of  efficiency  maintained  by  major  air  trans 
poriation  companies  to  safrgiianJ  the  pas 
sengers  they  carry  Flying  as  an  agrnev  ot 
international  commerce  has  reached  the  adult 
stage  and  mature  operation  holds  safetv  as 
the  prime  consideration

thriftless  were  rewarded.  It  was 
not  fair.  The  selfish.  Improvident 
citiien  could  dlsslpaie  htt  earnings 
and  then  demand  that  he  should 
be  kept  by  the  more  prudent  clii- 
jrm  He  declared  that  BrJuln  had 
a Rvslem  of  this  kind. 

This  was  denied  by  a member 
I wh'*  recently  returned  frwn  Eng- 
land. Wnrkera  did  contnbute.  bui 
I tile  pension  was  paid  to  sU  A 
woman  who  married  at  18  contrib- 
uted nothing,  but  got  the  pension 
at  age  60,  U was  polntedeout. 

Finally  a r)der  was  added  to  the 
K of  P.  resolution,  asking  the  Gov- 
ernment to  Incorporate  a contribu- 
tory clauae  In  the  regulations,  rais- 
ing th«  wnwMmt  paid  to  S60.  and 
reducing  the  age  ol  eltgiblhiy  from 
70  years  to  6S  for  men.  and  to  60 
years  in  the  case  of  women.
